FROM SUBMARINE S-51 


18 Dead Taken From Craft by Navy Men — 
Wilbur Says Boat Will be Reconditioned 
for Service.

NEW YORK, July 10.—The bod- 
ies of 18 men were brought up yes- 


of the submarine S-51, which for 
nine months had been their tomb 


on the bottom of the Atlantic 


Ocean. 
As the stricken ship lay in dry- 
dock in the navy yard, Brooklyn, 


former comrades of the victims 
went into her interior through 
hatches and pierced the mystery 
|surrounding the submarine since 
|the night of Sept. 26, last, when 
'she was rammed by the steamer 
City of Rome off Block Island. 

One by one the bodies of the 
men were taken from the subma- 
rine’s compartments, where they 
were found in queer, fantastic 
poses, were wrapped in white lin- 
en, hoisted through the hatches. 
placed in baskets and swung to the 
dock by a derrick. Then they were 
removed to the navy hospital 
morgue. 

Of the 18, 13 have been identified 
and this was possible only through 
examination of the men’s clothing. 
their teeth and identification tags. 
In spite of the length of time they 
have lain on the floor of the ocean, 
the bodies were in remarkably pre- 
served condition 

Seven Washed From Deck. 

No other bodies remain in the

The lights fell up- 
on a mass of wrecked machinery, 
bodies slumped in corners of the 
compartments, held in by wreck- 
age that had fallen about the men.

mersible were oily and slimy. It 
was difficult to make passage 
through the mass of twisted ma- 
chinery, the battered engines and 
the broken doors. 


As the flashlights of the explor- 
ing party played upon the scene 
one light fell upon the body of a 
man in a corner of the engine 
room. He was held in a chair, 
hemmed in by controls. One arm 
was stretched forward and _ the 
hand grasped an engine control 
as though the man, in a last des- 
perate effort to prevent an acci- 
dent, had attempted to change the 
ship’s course swiftly. The body 
was that of Lieut. F. D. Foster of 
Nutley, N. J: With the afd of 
powerful acetylene torches the ex- 
ploring party was able to burn 
away the steel barriers. 


Proceeding into the motor room, 
which is the ship’s aft compart- 
ment, the explorers found four 
men slumped together on the floor. 
What position they were in when 
the submarine sank is not known 
because they were tossed about 
during the salvaging of the ship. 
But another of their buddies was 
dangling from the ceiling of this 
compartment. His head was stuck 
in the ventilation deck above. Evi- 
dently, when the smash came, and 
as he saw the water rush in, he 
attempted to postpone death by 
getting into the ventilation deck 
to keep his head above the water. 
To get the body out from its posi- 
tion the exploring party had to 
burn a hole akout his head which 
had been caught in some machkin- 


ery. 

Majority in Torpedo Room. 

Forward, into the control room 
the searchers went and continued 
to find bodies posed in a last ges- 
ture of self-preservation. In the 
central controf room, directly un- 
der the conning tower, were two 
men caught under some machin- 
ery, under a ladder. Apparently 
they had tried to mount it and to 
escape through the conning tower 
hatch. 

In the batttery room, the com- 
partment that had been ramme4 
in the smash, were the bodies of 
four men. Two of them, trapped 
in a corner by steel rods that had 
broken loose from the machinery, 
had their arms clasped about each 
other. The body of another man 
dangled from the gun access 
trunk above, through which he had 
attempted to escape from the sub- 
marine. It is Hkely that in trr- 
ing to get out he was too hasty 
and his head go caught in some 
colls and his body dangling under 
the only possible exit from the 
compartment barred the way of 
others who wanted to follow him 
out.

lores Boeckman and Violet Brown- 
ing, two of the five Western A. A. 
U. representatives, came through in 
the first day of the Women’s Na- 
tional Track and Field champion- 
ships at the Municipal Stadium 
here yesterday. 


Miss Boeckman, representing the 
Coliseum Club, captured second 
honors in the discus throw, in 
which Lillian Copeland, the great 
field event star from Pasadena, 
Cal., garnered initial honors. Miss 
Boeckman threw the javelin 80 
feet 10% inches, which was topped 
only by Miss Copeland’s toss of 
101 feet 1 inch. 

Violet Browning was third in 
the first heat of the 220-yard dash. 
This was won by Ellen Brough, an 
unattached entry, who negotiated 
the distance in the splendid time 
of 27 4-5 seconds. 

_ The wonderful work of Lillian 
Copeland was the outstanding fea- 
ture of the first day. 


Sets Three New Marks. 


This powerful lassie led the qual- 
ifiers in the shotput, discus throw 
and javelin. She set a new Amer- 
ican record in all three. Four 
girls wearing the colors of the To- 
ronto Women’s Association equaled 
the world’s record for the 440-yard 
relay when they ran it in 51 sec- 
onds flat. 

Miss Copeland heaved the eight- 
pound shot 38 feet % inch, exceeg- 
ing the former mark set by Li- 
cile Godbold of Winthrop College, 
by one foot and one inch. Miss. 
Copeland hung up her second rec- 
ord in the discus, heaving the plate 
101 feet 1 inch, and she crowned 
her afternoon’s work by throwing 
the javelin 107 feet 6 inches. The 
former discus record of 98 feet 2 
inches was held by Neil Carroll, 
Fiorida State College for Women, 
while Martha Nyquist, Newark A.

'PAUL D. CRAVATH 


AND WIFE PART 
AFTER 32 YEARS 


Announcement of Separa- 
tion Made by Partner of 
Famous Lawyer — Di- 
vorce Not Contemplated.

NEW YORK, July 10.—Paul pb. 
Cravath, at 65, one of the dis- 
tinguished corporation lawyers in 
the country, and his wife, the for- 
mer Agnes Huntington, opera 
singer, have decided to separate 
after 32 years of married life. 
Recent rumors to that effect 
have been laughed down by their 
friends, who considered the Cra- 
vaths an ideal couple—wealthy, 
socially impoPtant, apparently con- 
genial. 


But confirmation came yester- 
day from an authentic source. A 
typewritten, laconic statement from 
the offices of Cravath, Handerson 
and Degersdorff, admitted the sep- 
aration, but denied whispers of ‘a 
divorce. The statement said: 
| “On being asked regarding the 
rumored separation between Mr. 
and Mrs. Paul D. Cravath, Mr. C. 
A. Degersdorff, Mr. Cravath’'s law 
partner, and Mr. M. W. Sullivan, 
Mr. Cravath's counsel, joined in the 
following statement: 

“It is to be regretted that any 
publicity in connection with the 
separation of Mr. and Mrs. Cravath 
is necessary. There is nothing to 
say except that it is true that Mrs. 
Cravath has decided that she pre- 
fers to live apart from her hus- 
band, and Mr. Cravath, while re- 
gretting the separation, hag yielded 
to Mrs. Cravath’s wishes in that 
regarcG.

No Reason Given. 

This statement gives no clew to 
the reason for separation, but it is 
known that the differences between 
Mr. and Mrs. Cravath are not of 
long standing. In fact, the rift 
appeared only three or four weeks 
ago, after Cravath’s return from a 
European yachting trip. 

The Cravath home is at 495 Park 
avenue. Mrs, Charles D. Lathrop, 
formerly Effie Huntington, has 
been living there with her sister, 
Mrs. Cravath. 

Mrs. Vera Cravath Larkin, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Cravath, 
was divorced in Paris some time 
ago. Mrs. Larkin has since made 
her home in Glen Head, L 1 

Newspapers of 1892 hatied the 
engagement of the beautiful actress 
and the young lawyer as a real love 
match. With that charming naivete 
they said that Cravath was a “de- 
voted lover’ and described how the 
“strapping fellow with sweeping 
mustachios of dark brown” imipa- 
tiently climbed a 20-foot ladder to 
beard the steamer Teutonic to meet 
his lady love.

The 
wings and small pieces may be 
chopped fine with the liver, giz- 
zard and heart; then squeeze over 


| the juice of an onion, pepper. salt, 


a teaspoonful of minced celery

and enough mayonnaise to bind 
the mixture. Spread the inside of 
each piece of meat with the mix- 
ture and lay neatly on a lettuce- 
covered dish. Spread each piece 
of chicken with a little mayonnaise 
and dust with a little paprika.
